For a hard tum or 
or swellin g, goat’s flesh burn ed to ashes 
an d smud ged on with w ater is foun d to 
Ik* efficacious, as are also shavin gs off the 
horn of a hart to d is]>erse ill humors an d 
gatherin gs. 
Wood ashes seethed in resin 
or goat’s horn burn ed an d min gled with 
water, or its d un g d ried an d grated an d 
min gled with lard , were all good reme­ 
d ies for swellin gs. 
For erysipelas the 
prescription s are n umerous.
